to observe the even-odd 
watering days, but water

consumption has continued 
to soar. 
No tickets were issued 
during the past week, but the 
council has instructed the 
police department to begin 
issuing citations to anyone in 
violation of the plan. The 
ordinance calls for a $200 
m axim um fine. 
Louise Sherrill said she 
would also like to see police 
officers issue citations to 
homes that lose water into 
the streets and gutters. This 
carelessness, she said, costs 
people extra money on their 
water bill and the city loses a 
tremendous amount of water

that is desperately needed 
elsewhere. 
“ I would like to urge all 
citizens to cooperate and 
water as little as possible,” 
she 
continued. 
‘‘I ’ve 
followed w ater that has run 
off lawns for blocks and this 
water needs to be utilized to 
better advantage.

believe our citizens realize 
the seriousness of this , but if 
they wake up one morning 
and turn on the faucet and 
get no water, that will really 


have a tremendous impact 
on them .”

fire department would have 
sufficient water available to

o u t,” 
he 
said. 
“ However, as long as we 
keep the consumption at a 
fairly even level, we ll have 
no problem s.” 
Whitsitt agreed and added 
that although his lawn has 
two to three-inch cracks in it, 
“ I think 
my

survive. 
“ But,” he said “the city 
council’s responsibility is to 
protect the health, welfare 
and 
safety of our citizens 
and their safety is now en­ 
dangered. We must give the 
people fire protection

m atter what effect the lack 
of w ater has on yards.”

election needed to finance 
the undertaking, and that 
election is set for Saturday. 
The 
council 
included 
citizens in the initial study 
vnd involved them in at least 
nine neighborhood meetings 
w h e r e 
i n d i v i d u a l 
suggestions and alternatives 
were heard. These meetings 
were followed by a 
public 
hearing in May. 
A fter 
all 
avenues 
of 


ev alu atio n and financing 
were completed, the city 
council unanimiously voted 
to hold the bond election and 
slated it for this Saturday, 
from 7 a.m. to 7 p m. at the 
Murphy City Hall. 
Several provisions 
were 
added to the bill, which in­ 
cluded a monthly service 
charge of $13.50 for each 
connection; but no tax rate 
charge or assessment fee. 
The council also emphasized 
that outlying homes will not 
be required to connect to the 
system. 
Each 
homeowner 
would, however, bear the 
cost of service connection, if 
they decide they want the 
service. 
“ In the revenue bond 
election 
to 
be held next 
Saturday, 
the 
citizens 
of 
Murphy have before them 
the opportunity to construct 
a sanitary sewer system for 
our 
tow n,” 
M ayor Tom 
Clevenger stated. 
“ This is the most 
im­ 
portant single issue our town 
will face for some time since 
it affects the health and 
welfare of the citizens as 
well 
as 
their 
property 
values,” he added. 
According to the mayor, 
the proposed sewer system 
would 
service 
the 
whole 
town, as it now exists, and 
provide capacity for normal 
future growth. Future ex­ 
pansions of the system would 
not be paid for by the tax­ 
payers and the density of 
residential 
living 
can 
be 
expected to re m a in low 
density. 
The 
city 
council 
thoroughly investigated the 
Federal Government grant 
program and say that while 
not eligible now, they plan to 
use 
the 
program 
in 
the 
future. 
The 
m ay o r 
said 
that 
Murphy currently ranks 320 
out 
of 
375 
applicants 
in 
priority for the funds 
“ While this does not offer 
much hope for the initial 
construction that we are now- 
proposing, the council has 
been assured by government 
officials that our priority 
ranking will increase when 
we 
have 
this 
system 
in 


operation and need to sup­

it,” 
C levenger 
explained. 
“ I hope the voters will not 
be casual in their judgment 
of the merits of the program 
and will take into account 
the needs of the entire town 
as well as their home,

spent, but now is the time for, 
us to take action to insure the 
quality of life we want for 
our com munity.”

“We are experiencing an 
alarm ing 
increase 
in 
the 
incidence of canine heart­ 
worm cases statewide,’ says 
Dr 
D ennis 
M cIntosh, 
ch a irm an

Veterinary Medical Assoc, 
public 
inform ation 
co m ­ 
mittee. 
“ The highest incidence in 
the past was in the Gulf 
Coastal 
a re a , but 
cities 
much further inland, such as 
D allas 
a re 
diagnosing 
hundreds of positive cases 
d aily,” he revealed. 
These worms, which are 
transmitted from dog to dog 
by mosquitoes, travel to the 
heart over a period of six to 
nine months and grow into 
adults which may be 8 to 12 
inches long. A large number 
of heartworms can quickly 
do extensive damage to a 
dogs heart, Dr 
McKIntosh 
says. They give birth to live 
babies (m icrofilaria) which 
m ay be found by a blood test, 
indicating the presence of 
adults. 
F o r t u n a t e ly , 
re c e n t 
research has resulted in a

will prevent this problem,

DEAR POLLY - My blender is one of my most-used a p ­ 
pliances. I am appalled when I hear friends say they never 
use theirs because they are too much trouble to wash and the 
use is not worth that trouble. My Pointer should help just 
such people as it m akes washing that m onster mixer so much 
easier. Based on the concept that the blender blades work 
much the sam e as a dishw asher propeller I thought the 
blender could act as a dishwasher and do its own wash up I 
use about 1/8 teaspoon DISHWASHER soap and then fill the 
Pitcher with hot tap w ater to the required liquid level, place 
the blender on its base, turn to lowest speed with the lid on 
ilend tor about one minute. Put pitcher in the sink but do not 
throw out the w ater until you take a dishwashing brush and 
swish aw ay anything that might be above the w ater level 
and give a swish or two on the outside, too. Pour out dirtv 
water, rinse with hot water, drain and dry.
